libelling Earl Russell in conjunction with 
John Cocker ton, William Afelott and 
others were respectively sentenced thia 
morning to eight months imprisonment 
without hard labor 
Lady Scott, accom- 


panied by her daughter, Countess Russolli 
stylishly dressed ia black, pending the 
opening of the court, TV alked the corridor, 
the daughter having her arms about her 
mother's waist 


Sir Frank Lnckwood, counsel for Earl 


Russell, aflked that all ground for doubt of 
Ins lordship's character be ^emoved 
The 


counsel for Lady Scott, addressing the 
court, said her ladyship would undertake 
to never republish the libels He appealed 
to the judge not to deprive the daughter 
of her mother's protection. Her ladyship 
was then allowed to make a statement. 


Thereupon Lady Schot read an addrebs, 


saying she accepted any pnuishment the 
judge might give her for the sake of an 
honest suffering woman believing the 
men in the docc told the truth 


Justice Hawkins summed op the case 


lucidly. As he proceeded. Lady Scott 
was visibly growing 
more 
nervous. 


When the judge said, ' In 1SS9 arrived 
that ill day when the Earl Russell made 
the acquaintance of Lady Scott which 
was the origin of all hia unhappmess," 
her 
ladyship interrupted 
him with 


•thank you my Lord ' 
Justice Hawkins did not notice her but 


Mr Hall, counsel for the male defendants, 
made an objection, threw dowu his brief, 
esclaming "I abandon the case ' The 
incident created a great sensation Every- 
body stood up Lady Scott became hys- 
terical and shrieked 
"Phis is abomnia- 


ble." 


Lady Scott was eventually restored to 


calmness and the judge passed sentence 
When 
Couatess Russell, the daughter, 


heard the sentence she shrieked 
Lady 


Scott shouted "There is not a word of 
truth in it," then addressing her daughter 
cried, "j ou said it was impossible to get 
justice " 


Justice Watfcins here sternly said "I 


will not allow you thus to address me " 
The court officials promptly removed her 
ladyship, who vas taken to Wormwood 
Scrubbs prison this nfta*-noon 
Owing to 


ill health she will be accorded the privi 
leges of a first class demeanant

After this ceremony the 


Chapter proceeded to the Deanery, whore 
the 
ceremony of enthronement was

During the ceremonies there was a dra- 


matic incident. As the archbishop was 
about through the ceremony a voice 
shouted loudly "The whole proceedings 
are a fraud " The interrupter was an el- 
derly gentleman of clerical anpearance 
He was speedily and forcibly ejected amid 
considerable excitement. His name was 
Greenwood 
The man evidently disa- 


greed from the new Primate's beliefs in 
evolution and Darwinism.

morning and said Simon Cooper, a des- 
perado, had come to his house and was 
there asleep 


Burkett rode to Samter with the news, 


and a deputy sheriff with a posse of nine 
left immediately to capture Cooper 


There was a woman and man in the 


bouse with Coope- 
Cooper sent 
the 


woman out and later he sent the man to 
bu> ammunition in Cam den, grving him 
a sample shell. The man rode to the 
posse and gave them the shells. 


Cooper was then left in the house alone 


well armed with a Winchester, with 
which this morning he kept up a contin- 
uous fare The house is small, stands on a 
hill m the open 
The posse cannot get 


near with any degree of safety, and five 
have been killed in attempting it 
A 


small six pounder cannon hag been se- 
cured as the only way to capture Cooper, 
\Mthoutfnrtherlossof life 
It seems it 


will be necessary to demolish the hcm°e 
There is no ammunition for the cannon 
so i£ will be loaded with bolta and nuts 


At noon Cooper was holding his own 


and the posse was keeping out of range 


Sumpter, 1 p m—A messenger has just 


arrived for ammunition 
Be says Cooper 


is shooting through the holes of tbe chim- 
ney 
Once Cooper came out with a shot 


gun, 
when a shot from the posae caused 


him to drop his gun and place his hands 
to his side and return to tbe house 
Men have been leaving toun all the 
morning and probably a bundled tnen 
with all kinds of weapons are on the des- 
perate scene 


2 p m —Cooper is dead
